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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION. 


\ X J HAT is to be done about architectural education ? 
We have seen the pupilage system abandoned 
in favour of school training, with its ideal of the five- 
year course, and now even this appears to be out- 
moded. Lately we have had Mr. Frank Lloyd Wright 
urging architectural students to forget all they had 
learned—to “uneducate” themselves, as he ex- 
pressed it. His alternative scheme of education 
appeared to be something in the nature of rustic retire- 
ment combined with excursions into bricklaying, with 
suitable intervals for rest, recreation and the inter- 
change of ideas. More recently still we have had Mr. 
Caermayeff advocating the extension of the curriculum 
(already heavily loaded) in several important directions. 
Incidentally, he suggested the dropping of the word 
“ architecture ”’ in favour of some general term, such as 
“ design,” though it is doubtful whether any mere 
change in nomenclature is likely to help us out of the 
present impasse. 

Thus, on the one hand, students are urged to forget 
everything, to revert to the simple life and begin de novo, 
teaching themselves the practical building crafts by 
trial and error; and, on the other hand, to intensify 
their academic studies. The practical course may 
possibly be found somewhere between the two extremes. 
Certain it is that a great deal of routine knowledge about 
design, planning and construction is best acquired in the 
schools. Real familiarity with the practical, full-size 
processes of building is, however, only to be obtained 
“on the job,” and it is in this respect, perhaps, that the 
schools might profitably develop. 

We fear that what many students are seeking is a 
short cut to proficiency, but there is no short cut. 
Success in any occupation is seldom obtained without 
intensive study and sustained hard work. These 
qualities will always be required, no matter how 
broadened and humanised a scheme of education may 
become. 


WAR RISK INSURANCE, 


MONG the reasons for the present slackness in 
regard to “future” speculative building it is 
probable that none is more cogent than the absence of 
any scheme of compensation for war damage, and 
it becomes increasingly clear that the establishment 
of a pool which shall cover every type of structure 
from the largest public building to the smallest cottage 
is urgently required. 

The factors which demand this scheme are worth 
analysis. Taking, first, the short view, immediate 
development in speculative building of all types is being 
hindered owing to the difficulty of arranging satisfactory 
mortgages; the effect of this on the constructional 
professions, builders, operatives and materials suppliers 
has yet fully to be known, but it may be considerable, 
especially in London and the larger industrial cities. 

There is, however, a longer view of which the im- 
plications are no less important. National defence is 
a need which we realise to-day only too clearly. The 
strengthening of the Army, Navy and Air Force is 
proceeding apace, but no defence is complete which 
does not envisage the fourth side of the square—the 
protection of the civil population. This last head 
connotes, in addition to the protection of life, the 
protection of property in so far as ample means to repair 
or replace buildings is available, should war break out 
with its inevitable aerial bombardment. That we all 
pray that such murderous occasion may never arise is 
baside the point; it must be part of our national pre- 
paredness that full plans for the eventuality be laid. 

How a satisfactory scheme can best be organised is a 
problem which is now under consideration by a number 


of bodies of which the Building Industries National 
Council is one. Not all of these are connected with 
the industry, for—apart from the dual need to replace 
essential national and private property in the event of 
damage and to keep the national industrial resources 
fully occupied during the period of hostilities, a course 
which would go far to prevent the scramble to rebuild 
and the consequent inflated prices which followed 1918— 
it is important to remember that a great part of the 
national income is derived from rates. A derelict private 
building means a direct loss of revenue, while a damaged 
or destroyed publicly-owned structure can only be 
replaced, in the absence of any “ pool” for rebuilding, 
at public expense. 

The points made above are, we trust, sufficiently 
plain to indicate the main grounds on which the claim 
for a national pool is based, for “ national’’ such a 
pool must be if the rate of contributions is to be kept 
at its lowest. Whether, again, the scheme is to be 
administered through the insurance companies or 
through the Government will, no doubt, be fully 
considered ; much would depend upon the cost of 
administration, which would necessarily be kept at the 
lowest possible point to maintain the pool at its highest 
level. 

The benefits which such a scheme would give are not 
confined to the building trade, but extend to the whole 
of industry; they are not sectional but national in 
character. For that reason, the demand for the 
establishment of a rebuilding “ pool’? must have the 
whole weight of national opinion behind it if the Govern- 
ment is to be convinced that the establishment of the 
scheme is a matter of urgency, and deal with it in that 


spirit. 
BUILDING IN THE COLONIES. 


AMONG the many points of detail connected with the 
question of War Risk Insurance is the problem of 
investing the funds subscribed. While an obvious outlet 
is for working-class housing and slum clearance schemes 
in this country, where cheap money would be of great 
advantage, there is something to be said in favour of 
spreading the risk by using the funds for suitable 
purposes outside these shores. ‘Those who read the 
article on “ Building in the Colonies,” printed on page 
1090 of this issue, may feel that the urgent need for 
the improvement of housing and industrial conditions 
in some of our colonies is a suitable field. 

It is clear that the low standard of living and wages 
in some of our native colonies is a factor which makes 
unattractive to private enterprise operating with dear 
money the task of providing the accommodation so 
urgently required. Here, it would seem, is an oppor- 
tunity for the investment of the war risk insurance 
pool, with the triple advantages of rectifying a state of 
affairs which is discreditable to the nation ; of offering 
a suitable form of investment for funds ; and of offering 
increased employment in this country among manu- 
facturers and suppliers of all kinds. Lest anyone doubt 
the solidity of such investment, the references in the 
article to what the French have done for their Colonial 
Empire should be studied closely ; they are illuminating. 

There is yet another advantage that would accrue 
from a step such as that advocated. It has been referred 
to by Professor C. H. Reilly in recent articles on the 
West Indies contributed to our contemporary the 
Manchester Guardian. After speaking of the condition 
of architecture in the islands he says : “ After centuries 
of paternal and autocratic government one would have 
thought that a Governor would have brought from 
England, if only for a year or two, a good young architect 
to set a standard of fine building.” Have we no good 
young architects ? Let the Colonial Office, as Professor 
Reilly suggests, inquire and act.

Chartered Surveyors’ Institution: 
The New President. 


Mr. Oswatp HeEaLinc, who has been 
elected as President of the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution for the Session 
1939-40, is a quantity surveyor. His 
father, Thomas Healing, was an inspector 
of schools under the Board of Education 
and served for more than twenty years 
as assistant to Matthew Arnold. 


Mr. Oswald Healing received his early 
professional training in the office of the 
late George Corderoy, whose staff he 
joined in 1892. The firm, at that time 
known as Corderoy and Selby, practised 
then, as now, exclusively as’ quantity 
surveyors, a special feature of their prac- 
tice being quantity surveying for heavy 
civil engineering contracts as well as for 
ordinary building works. Mr. Healing 
became a partner in the firm when it was 
reconstituted as George Corderoy and Co. 
in 1919. 


Since then the special character of the 
firm’s business has been continued and 
developed. They have acted as quantity 
surveyors for all the port improvements 
of the Port of London Authority, includ- 
ing the construction of the King George 
V Dock at North Woolwich, and the new 
lock and dry dock at Tilbury, as well as 
for the train ferry dock at Dover for the 
Southern Railway Company. 

Mr. Healing has been a member of the 
Council of the Chartered Surveyors’ In- 
stitution since May, 1933, and of the 
Quantity Surveyors’ Committee since 
June, 1928. He was chairman of the 
Quantity Surveyors’ Committee from 1931 
to 1933, and recently has acted as its 
honorary secretary. He has been chair-

June 5. — Last week the Tate Gallery 
held a party—prior to the opening of an 
exhibition of murals in the basement. 
ROTHENSTEIN, the Curator, was there, so 
were Grey Wornum, Micuaet Racu_tis, 
Epwarp Hatirpay, Epwarp Carrick, 
Aucustus JoHn, CHARLES LAUGHTON (and, 
of course, Extsa LANCHESTER). Indeed, it 
might be described as a distinguished 
gathering, yet the raison d’étre was not 
nearly so distinguished. é 

Murals are supposed to be that form 
of art which allies the painter to the 
architect. One sees the trio of architect, 
painter and sculptor in the realisation of 
a building embellished with carving and 
lined internally by painting. That, at least, 
is how this trio once worked,tparticularly 
in the Renaissance, and it is, presumably, 
the ideal way of working. While things 
have not continued that way, and the 
divorce between the three arts is, at the 
moment, almost complete, yet the 
atmosphere is charged with the pos- 
sibility that there may yet be a reunion. 

The exhibition at the Tate covers the 
time between 1919 and to-day and, for this 
very reason, illustrates the divorce in its 
most complete form. The designs are, 
for the most part, like large-scale paint- 
ings from the easel; they tell stories, 
rather than fill space decoratively, and 
their sense of architecture is non-existent. 


_ Racuuts talked to me about these paint- 
ings, and his angle of approach was one 
which, to me, typifies the approach to the 
future and echoes my own opinion suffi- 
ciently for me to write down what he said 
and merely endorse the remarks. 

The average mural painter, for instance, 
does not realise architectural form as the 
basis of his work. The scale, the shapes, 
the embracing of that architecture by 
the pictorial form are all important, and 
predominate the necessity to tell a story 
in large picture form. If you forget the 
actual subject matter of the average mural 
and look at it as a shape, it too often falls 
to the ground. 


You may, for instance, see a row of 
figures—all rather formal, filled with a 
sense of design—but if you look at their 
heads (and forget for the moment that 
they are human beings) then those heads 
become rather irritating, light-toned spots 
which jar on the more formal, less sub- 
jective shapes of the architecture. 

In short (and this argument is sparse 
and requires to be enlarged at some other 
time if one is to see the situation from 
all its numerous angles) the trend of the 
arts if they are to relate to architecture 
must, in future, be less concerned with 
subject matter, more to do with the new 
architecture. 

The word “ abstract ’’ strikes a chill into 
most people, but it is in this direction 
that the allied arts are moving in their 
attempt to catch the spirit of a new build- 
ing technique. Actually, the use of this 
word abstract is not nearly so new as it 
sounds, and, perhaps at some future date, 
it may be amusing to see how much of 
the abstract has entered into such art 
forms as the photograph and the radio 
play. 

At any rate, this show which has been 
brought together at the Tate proves that 
the divorce of the arts has been very 
much an accomplished fact since the war. 
It does also suggest that the newer 
painters are beginning to contemplate an 
ultimate and necessary marriage. 


JoHN ArRmstRONG has this strong sense 
of architectural design, and adds to it a 





very definite feeling for architectural 
colour and texture. Hans AUFSEESER is 
different in degree, but his direction is 
also towards this archité¢tural sense of 
wall painting. Joun Hutton, who has 
done a number of murals for the archi- 
tect Brian O’Rorke, is a third painter 
whose work would appear to follow on 
similar lines, and so does the work of 
GRAHAM SUTHERLAND. 


The designers who think in terms of 
this new idiom do exist, but they are few 
and far between. An aspect of architec- 
ture which I have wanted to write about 
for some time is more or less an analysis 
of the men and their works who would 
happily fit into the design of a new build- 
ing—giving one the sense that they would 
know what it was that one was trying to 
aim at. CHRISTOPHER TUNNARD, as one 
example, is a fine landscape designer— 
his horticulture is a perfect complement 
to this architecture which one can best 
describe as belonging to this century. 
GEORGE CHURCHILL is equally perceptive 
and concerned with the design of furni- 
ture. Ove Arup comes into the group 
as a structural engineer, JoHN TUNNARD 
as a painter and RicHarpD HUGHES as a 
sculptor. 


But the number requires to be enlarged 
to include experts in lighting, materials, 
fabrics, and, sooner or later, it involves 
the inclusion of the manufacturers whose 
mass-produced goods require to echo the 
architecture of the age more accurately 
than they do now. And, of course, they 
will if only the designers will give them 
thé lead. 


JOHN CHURCHILL* was at the Tate 
private view and for a long time I had 
been keen to see his ‘“‘ shop” in Ebury- 
street. The next day I did, and it was 
both instructive and amusing. 


What he has done is to take his art into 
the more robust atmosphere of the shop- 
front and away from the studio. Photo- 
graphs of his work are there for passers- 
by to gaze upon and, if they wish, buy. 
He works in a studio behind the shop, 
and, if the opening hours are neither so 
long or so regular as his neighbours, you 
may still say it is a shop. 


If you look in the window you will see 
a small mirror. If you go into the shop 
you will see that it is possible to see 
through the “‘ mirror” and into the street. 
Placed there is a camera which registers 
the features of the might-be customers as 
they read his anti-Nazi propaganda which 
enlivens the show of paintings. On the

wall of the interior is painted a symphony 
orchestra being led by (presumably) 
ToscaNiInI, and when his wireless plays, 
the sound or music issue from behind 
this painting. It is a strange business, 
but worth seeing as some manifestation of 
that interesting phenomenon, _ the 
Churchill mind, elegant yet never quite 
fulfilling its potentialities. SaRAH 
CHURHILL, the wife of Vic OLIVER, 
happened to be ‘there, and that same 
eager, sensitive, force showed so clearly. 
It is the same with Drana, or Mrs. SANDs, 
and with Winston CHURCHILL, whose 
house building efforts deserve him an hon- 
orary fellowship of the Royal Institute. 


In fact, the week has been one of seeing 
a number of people, being duly impressed, 
but coming to no conclusion about them 
than one might by reading a chapter out 
of a book written by them. J. B. 
PriestLEY I spent a part of one evening 
with, and it so happened I was in a glum 
mood—so the talk centred around York- 
shiremen (the West Riding of Yorkshire 
is a place from which we both derive). I 
suppose it was coming so soon after meet- 
ing Frank Lioyp Wricut, and so quickly 
after reading Priestley’s book ‘‘ Midnight 
Over the Desert” that caused surprise 
on my part that J. B. should have spent a 
few months in Arizona without meeting 
its most distinguished inhabitant. It 
might have made Arizona appear less like 
a “grande finale” in a theatrical land- 
scape covered by a few irrelevant shacks 
than the author suggests. But then, of 
course, Arizona is a big place. 

Butiine, the Rome scholar, telephoned 
me suggesting that we might start a school 
similar to Frank Lloyd Wright’s (this 
comes of talking of Priestley and Arizona) 
in England, but since he is thinking of 
going to British Columbia to farm there 
seems little left for me to say about it. 

Gorpvon Tait (son of Thomas, and re- 
cently married) entertained me to dinner 
in his pleasant Georgian house decorated 
by lovely Regency furniture, and that 
may be ironic in view of the architectural 
tendencies of his father or it may be a 
natural reaction. The names of other 
people escape me (which is probably just 
as well from your point of view), but the 
faces still remain—most of them a little 
conscious, a little perplexed by the lack 
of any sure knowledge of their ultimate 
destination in life. 


I might have been able to give them the 
answer by listening to R. A. Duncan and 
his colleagues or contemporaries debating 
the subject of Religion in Art. Duncan 
believes that the lack of understanding 
between people is, for the most part, due 
to the lack of a universal spiritual drive 
which puts humans on a basic level of 
spiritual approach, and so avoids that 
misunderstanding of ideas. 


As I say, life might have been unfolded 
to me on that epic evening with the Art 
Workers’ Guild as my spiritual birth- 
place, but (most unfortunately perhaps for 
my future and for your future, too, if 1 
had been in any way able to translate 
my new-found philosophy) I had taken a 
young woman with me and it was not, so 
the sergeant told me, Ladies’ Night. 

And so, once more I missed it—and my 
confusing week is lacking the true 


message. 
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A RARE VIEW OF WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


By J]. G. NOPPEN. 


O_p views of Westminster Abbey from 
the south are exceptionally rare, a fact 
that adds greatly to the interest and im- 
portance of the painting here illustrated, 
which has recently been acquired by the 
Parker Gallery. Furthermore, its re- 
markable accuracy as regards architec- 
tural detail, which is proved by the com- 
parison of such parts as have not suffered 
change, gives it especial value in respect 
to the varied history of the fabric during 
the nineteenth century. The picture was 
painted about 1860, and, as evidence of 
the precise condition of the south side 
of the church at that time, it is a unique 
document. A few years later, the ex- 
tensive restorations begun by the late 
Sir Gilbert Scott wrought many changes. 

The top of the Chapter House appears 
above the intervening house under the 
eastern angle of the south transept. It 
is shown still to possess its former flat 
roof, which was most probably the 
original, and its parapet consisted of 
merlons and embrasures. Scott replaced 
these features by the existing pyramidal 
roof and a parapet of quatrefoils. Con- 
firmation of the flat roof is found as 
early as the sixteenth century in the 
representation of the Chapter House on 
the Aggas inap, and the old battlements 
are depicted on an early seventeenth- 
century sketch preserved at the Bodleian. 

In the gable end of the south transept 
are the small rectangular openings which 
existed before the restoration, with the

old parapet below them. . Such apertures 
were originally unglazed and permitted 
the wind to blow through the roof tim- 
bers, a state of affairs which formed some 
protection against the death-watch beetle. 
The latter thrives best when roofs are 
closed in and consequently warmer. On 
the tops of the buttresses are the simple 
Elizabethan cappings which Scott re- 
placed by pinnacles. 

The painting shows the rose window 
as it was after the restoration of 1814. 
This window’s interesting history is 
worth brief mention. It was first built 
about 1250. Its glass was blown out by 
a gale in 1362, and renewed by John 
Payable, the same glazier as he who 
worked on the Abbot’s Hall, the windows 
of which still contain a few fragments 
of his glazing. The rose was entirely 
rebuilt in 1461, and reglazed by John 
Pedeler, who placed the royal arms in 
the centre. A roundel containing these 
arms which is still preserved at the 
Abbey may be the same one. Wren, in 
his report to the Dean in 1713, said that 
the south rose ‘“‘ was well rebuilt forty 
years since,” and next came the restora- 
tion of 1814. The window was again 
rebuilt and reglazed, as it now appears, 
in 1902. 

The former nave parapet of merlons 
and embrasures is also shown in the 
painting, and is probably as it was left 
by Wren. The parapet of the eastern 
arm had already been renewed. 


WESTMINSTER ABBEY FROM THE SOUTH-EAST, C. 1860. 
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The wharf in the foreground existed 
until about forty years ago, and con- 
tinued south as far as old Lambeth 
Bridge, and is well remembered by old 
residents in the neighbourhood. It was 
at a wharf about the site of that portion 
shown in the picture that stone and tim- 
ber were landed for the building of the 
church. Contemporary accounts refer to 
the two-horse wagons which were used 
to cart the stone from the wharf to the 
job. 

The house seen immediately to the 
left of the sailing barge, with a semi- 
circular window in its pediment, repre- 
sents the one now in the centre of the 
row on the west side of Abingdon-street; 
but it now has three windows across the 
front, and not five, and the pilasters at 
the angles are to-day represented by 
water pipes. The house at the corner of 
the Old Palace-yard is on the extreme 
right. The buildings shown near the 
water’s edge have, of course, been re- 
moved. 


In addition to its architectural import- 
ance this painting has a further interest 
as an illustration of Westminster’s 
activities during its last few years as a 
riverside port.

The A.A.S.T.A. and Mr. McLachlan. 
To tHE Epriror or The Builder. 

Str,—We shall be grateful for space in 
your columns to reply to the letter of 
Mr. McLachlan in your issue of May 26. 

Mr. McLachlan was one of the founder 
members of the A.A.S.T.A., and has un- 
questionably done invaluable and sterling 
work for the Association. During the 
past few years his resignation has been 
several times tendered, but subsequently 
withdrawn. It is with regret that the 
Council has at last been obliged to accept 
it. They also regret that he felt it neces- 
sary to voice his objections in the public 
Press rather than through the normal 
channels provided by the Association. 

He accuses the Council, in effect, of 
having spent money on “ political ”’ 
action and of having acted outside the 
rules. If he has any legitimate complaint 
in this connection, he is free to address 
it, as he himself knows, to the Registrar 
of Friendly Societies, under whose watch- 
ful eye the financial and general admini- 
stration of the A.A.S.T.A. is carried on. 

The policy of the Association on 
National Service, and on the proper use 
of the services of architects on air-raid 
precautions work, has been clearly stated 
in the public Press from time to time. 
The Council of the Association, in com- 
mon with a wide section of the profes- 
sion, views the Government’s measures 
as inadequate and ill-planned. The Gov- 
ernment has not gained the confidence of 
the profession by its cavalier treatment 
of architects over the ‘reserved ” 
schedule and by its unconvincing criti- 
cisms of the Finsbury and other “ deep ”’ 
shelter schemes. : 

From this point of view the Council 
opposed the introduction of conscription. 
It felt that this could easily be extended 
to threaten the rights, not only of trade 
unions but of all professional associations 
which might find themselves conscien- 
tiously opposed to the Government on 
serious matters of policy. 


Since the resolution of the Council was 
passed, however, conscription has been 
accepted by Parliament; certain conces- 
sions have been won for students to avoid 
interruption of their studies; penalties 
have been imposed on employers who 
deal badly with conscripted juniors; and 
certain promises have been obtained from 
the Government that the militia will not 
be used in civil disputes. The Govern- 
ment has also reinstated architects over 
the age of thirty in the schedule of 
reserved occupations. 

The Council of the Association proposes 
no further action in the matter beyond 
maintaining its vigilance against all 
threats to the interests of the profession. 
It will continue to advocate that the most 
useful form of national service for archi- 
tects is their employment in the provi- 
sion of adequate air-raid shelters and of 
accommodation in connection’ with 
planned evacuation. 

We are glad to announce that Pro. 
fessor W. G. Holford, A-.R.I.B.A., 
M.T.P.I., has accepted the office of trustee 
in place of Mr. McLachlan.

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Postal Advertising. 
To THE Epiror or The Builder. 

Srr,—For some years there has been 
a steady growth of circular advertising 
through the post, and every architect who 
has his name on any membership list 
or register receives daily a flood of such 
literature. I think it is only right that 
the firms which make use of this form 
of advertising should be made aware of 
the effect, or lack of effect, which it has 
upon the people at whom the campaign 
is directed. I should say that mine is a 
typical small country practice, and that 
my outlook is similar to most men in 
practice under similar conditions, so that 
my opinion may indicate that of a fairly 
wide circle. 

Every morning an average of four or 
five circular advertisements go straight 
into the waste-paper basket, without my 
reading the name of the firm, or remem- 
bering the goods dealt with—the only 
examination they get being to assure my- 
self that there are no cheques or receipts 
hidden in the envelopes! I cannot re- 
member in all my years of practice ever 
placing an order as a result of such 
appeals. 

When requiring information as to goods 
and firms there is a ready source of ‘refer- 
ence in advertisement supplements of the 
technical journals, permanently acces- 
sible and automatically kept up to date. 
If the money thrown away in the post 
were put to this more productive use I 
am sure that the firms availing them- 
selves of it, as well as the professional 
readers of the journals, would benefit 
considerably. 

If I am right in assuming that my view 
is an average one, it would be doing a 
service if architects would make it known 
that this method of approach is not only 
a nuisance to the recipient, but quite in- 
effective in result.

I suppose one can scarcely blame the 
general contractors; it is the fault of the 
stupid, cretinous system, and one of these 
days, when sub-contractors wake up to 
the fact that the involuntary financing 
of general contractors is. at its best; a

has taken place, and during the last 
three years extensions of some mag- 
nitude to the original buildings have 
been initiated.- Amongst other 
items, the Abbey Church has been 
enlarged. A new (secular) nave, 
largely duplicating that by Pugin, 
has been erected to the east of the 
original church with a connecting

tions, together with short transepts 
on the north and south. Our illus- 
trations indicate the church as now 
enlarged, and also show something 
of the natural beauty of the splen- 
did stretch of country in which the 
Abbey is situated.

MOUNT ST. BERNARD ABBEY, 


THE WEST END IS THE WORK OF A. W. PUGIN. 
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The great central tower which, 
together with certain other items, 
including an English oak internal 
screen, has been designed by Mr. 
Albert Herbert, F.S.A., F.R.1.B.A., 
of Leicester, forms a prominent 
landmark in the Charnwood Forest. 
It can, indeed, be seen from many 
miles around, and particularly good 
views of the Tower are obtained from 
the Castle Donington neighbour- 
hood. 

Much of the building work has 
been carried out by the monks 
themselves, who, from time to time, 
availed themselves of the services 
of outside journeymen, including 
Mr. F. J. Bradford, building con- 
tractor, of Leicester. The site of the 
extension was a sloping platform of 
solid rock, and this was blasted 
away on one side and filled in on 
the other with mass concrete to pro- 
vide a level platform for building. 
Granite stone for the building was 
hewn by the monks from a quarry 
in the grounds of the monastery; 
they have also mixed the concrete 
for the work, carried out the 
installation of electric and hot-water 
systems, and are now erecting 
ninety-seven new choir stalls and 
the Abbot’s throne, which were 
designed by Mr. Eric Gill, A.R.A. 
The central tower, 100 ft. high, has 
a dead weight of 2,000 tons, and is 
supported on a concrete foundation. 

The interior finish of the church 
affords an outstanding example of 
the craft of cement rendering. All 
walls have been given three coats, 
using water-repellent cement, the 
final coat being in a cream cement 
mixture. The surfaces of the piers 
and walls have been scored with a 
piece of pointed wood to give the 
effect of masonry. Mica was incor- 
porated in the final coat, the surface 
being left in a roughened state. 

The total width of the choir nave, 
including the aisle, is 51 ft., the 
transept 98 ft. wide and the sanc- 
tuary 66 ft. long, the retro-nave 
completing the remainder of the 
220 ft. length. The main feature of 
the interior is the double-sided high 
altar in Ketton stone, the mense of 
which consist of solid blocks of Bath 
stone 9 in. thick and each weighing 
more than a ton. The altar, which 
is situated in the sanctuary im- 
mediately behind the tower, is sur- 
mounted by a massive hanging 
cross of solid oak, 11 ft. 6in. long 
by 7ft. 3in. wide, and weighing 
a quarter of a ton, while at regular 
intervals round the aisle are twelve 
side altars. 

As the tower is placed directly 
over the sanctuary, it was not pos- 
sible to bring bell ropes through 
the floor. Special machinery is 
therefore being installed to toll the 
two bells—one weighing 2 tons, and 
the other 15 cwt.—by electricity. 
This complicated mechanism has 
been made by Messrs. Gillett and 
Johnston. The bells were supplied 
bv Messrs. John Taylor and Co., of 
Loughborough. A large neworgan, by 
Willis, of London, has been installed 
over the sanctuary, and this will be 
connected by electric cables to a 
console near the choir stalls.

THE new theatre and chapel for 
the Mansfield House University 
Settlement comprise a _ further 
addition to Fairbairn House, East 
Ham, which was_ considerably 
altered and added to in 1930 by Mr. 
G. Grey Wornum, F.R.I.B.A., in 
partnership with Mr. Louis de 
Soissons, F.R.I.B.A., S.A.D.G. 
Arrangements were then made for a 
future theatre to be added at ground 
floor level to the side of club, and 
the steelwork was strengthened to 
allow of some future building on the 
roof. Space allocated for theatre 
was made into garden, which the 
warden wished to retain, and it was 
decided to build both theatre and 
chapel on the roof of existing 
premises. 

THEATRE.—This holds 136 people 
in tip-up seats. It is heated by 
radiators under floor and grilles 


under seats. Ventilation is through 


baffles in ceiling. Stage is planned 
with a large wing space connecting 
through trap doors in the floor to 
the workshop at lower level. Space 
over dressing room used for storage. 

The workshop is used mainly by 
club members for instruction in 
wood and metal work, but stage 
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scenery is made when required. A 
fire-resisting lobby is formed behind 
the cyclorama connecting the two 
dressing rooms. The fixed cyclorama 
is built of hard plaster on “ Hy- 
rib.” Top lighting is used for this 
at present, but removable staging at 
the bottom enables floor lighting to 
be added later. There is a three- 
colour stage lighting installation. 
In case the cyclorama is not 
required, a pair of full-width rear 
curtains is provided. 


Finishes are:—Walls: Stic B. 
spray paint on hard plaster, buff 


colour. Floor: Carpet on felt. 
Brown with cream stripe. Seats: 
Fawn and brown repp. Ceiling: 


distempered light buff. Curtains: 
Indian red. Woodwork: Light oak. 


Dressing rooms are equipped with 
long mirror and shelf for making-up, 
and two wash-basins. Walls dis- 
tempered and woodwork painted 
oyster grey. ~ 

WorksHop.—Equipped for. all 
general wood and metal work. 
Equipment includes circular saw, 
anvil, forge and brazing hearth, 
wood and metal lathes, drawing 
benches for eight boys. A separate 
paint room is provided. 

CuapeL. — Is undenominational. 
Seats 60. Front row of pews lower 
for smaller boys.

Stic B. Woodwork: Light figured 
oak. Small inset panels in burr

Tue Marine Promenade extension at 
Wallasey, opened by Alderman John G. 
Storey, J.P., on May 20, marks the sub- 
stantial completion of the extensive fore- 
shore development scheme initiated by 
the Corporation in 1927, and indicated by 
the outline plan shown on previous page. 


GENERAL ScCHEME.—Before the present 
work was constructed, the promenade ter- 
minated at the west end of Marine Park, 
and on the strand in front and to the 
westward thereof a large area of drift 
sand existed which was a source of con- 
tinual trouble and expense to the cor- 
poration and the frontagers, as it was 
blown on to the promenade and adjoining 
premises by the prevailing winds. 

In addition to the sea wall, promenade 
and branch roads leading thereto, a 
marine lake, an open-air bathing pool 
and public gardens were included in this 
foreshore development scheme, and the 
reclamation of the foreshore and the 
covering over of the drift sand by these 
works has completely stopped the 
nuisance from hblown sand previousiy 
mentioned. The total approximate esti- 
mated cost of the scheme now completed 
is £1,023,328. 

In 1931 a commencement was made 
with the contract for the New Brighton 
portion of the work, which included a 
sea wall and promenade, temporarily 
terminating at the Red Noses, also 
interior branch roads, marine lake, open- 
air bathing pool, public gardens, ete., 





which were all completed by 1934, and 
illustrated in The Builder for August 3 
of that year. 

The remaining section of the sea wall 
and promenade, etc., from Harrison-drive 
to the Red Noses was then proceeded 
with and_ substantially completed by 
March, 1939, with the exception of 
interior garden work, etc. 

The complete scheme comprises a sea 
wall and promenade 13 miles in length, 
a marine lake with an area of 10 acres, 
and also one of the largest and most 
up-to-date open-air bathing pools in the 
kingdom. 

A total area of about 100 acres has been 
reclaimed by the sea wall, of which about 
half is available for public gardens and 
recreation purposes, and these will ibe 
finally laid out as occasion requires. The 
construction of these works has made 
possible the development of about 
30 acres of building land belonging to the 
corporation at the rear of the promenade. 

THE Promenapde.—The width of the 
promenade, varying from 115 ft. to 130 ft., 
allows for duplicate carriageways with 


single line traffic and traffic islands, 
including illuminated signs at road 
junctions.

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BUILDING IN THE 
COLONIES 


FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

On May 26, Mr. George Hicks, M.P., 
and Mr. H. T. C. Johnston, the president 
of the Building Industries National Coun- 
cil, gave evidence before the Royal Com- 
mission on the West Indies. It is 
understood that these two witnesses urged 
the necessity of planning a programme of 
public works. 

For over a year past a Committee of 
the Labour Party Research Department 
has been at work at Eccleston-square on 
similar lines to those of the Royal Com- 
‘mission, and the evidence has revealed 
a most lamentable, and, in fact, tragic 
state of things in many of our Colonies. 
Both in the West Indies and in the 
African Colonies, it seems, we are making 
little or no effort to raise the standard of 
living by the construction of working- 
class houses or by the provision of schools 
and the other necessities of modern 
civilisation. 

It is asserted, by one who has had per- 
sonal experience of the actual conditions 
in the sugarfields of the West Indies, that 
men and women are living there to-day 
as badly housed, and with as bad sani- 
tation, as in the reign of Edward I in 
this country. Mr. George Hicks makes no 
secret of his. belief that, properly 
developed, the Colonies will provide a 
tremendous and growing field for the 
British building industry. Given Govern- 
ment encouragement and help there will 
be a demand, not only for building 
materials of all kinds but for skilled 
workers, ranging from architects to build- 
ing operatives. Now is the time, in the 
opinion of those who are studying the 
subject, to plan for the future, when the 
present armament programme, which is 
giving work to millions, will have been 
completed, and there will be the danger 
of a slump. 

Those reactionaries and individualists 
who declare that it will be wrong to spend 
public money on colonial development 
should study what has been done in the 
French Empire. In Algeria 20,000 miles 
of roads have been built. The phosphate 
mines have been developed, and it is 
claimed that the output of phosphates in 
North Africa will in the future exceed the 
output of the United States. The produc- 
tion of barley, wheat, wine, oil, figs, 
oranges, lemons, cork and tobacco has 
been so great ‘that the population has 
increased in an almost miraculous 
manner, for there is plenty to eat, and the 
general level of prosperity has been 
steadily rising. Official figures show that 
the Arab population is three times as 
much to-day as it was at the time of the 
Second Empire, and Algeria provides « 
living for a population of 700,000 French. 

Another French country from which the 
British would do well to learn a lesson is 
Morocco, which was created to a large 
extent by Marshal Lyautey. Since the 
War, land has been reclaimed in Morocco 
to the extent of hundreds of thousands 
of acres. French colonists, for example, 
sowed in 1918 41,000 hectares of land, and 
in 1934 800,000 hectares. Morocco will be 
a rival to California in the production of 
barley, wheat and fruit when the present 
irrigation plants, now being constructed 
by French engineers, are completed. In 
French West Africa, general trade in nuts, 
almonds, . timber, cocoa and oil has 
increased from 154,000,000 francs in 1904, 
to 24 milliard francs. The colossal system 
of dams now being created on the Niger 
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River is turning this into the Nile of West 
Africa. It has been well said that if 
Signor Mussolini was carrying out such 
a magnificent piece of engineering, pic- 
tures would be shown in every cinema in 
Italy. 


In ‘Madagascar, which is in fact the new 
France of the Indian Ocean, before the 
French occupation there was not a single 
mile of properly constructed road. 
To-day there are 4,000 miles of motor 
roads, mainly the work of General 
Gallieni. The Red Island alone contains 
over 8,000,000 oxen. If France has 
succeeded in developing her Colonial 
Empire not only in North and West 
Africa, but in Indo-China and in Mar- 
tinique, surely this country can do the 
same. 


The Royal Commission under Lord 
Moyne has wisely broken with precedent 
end has asked the Building Industries 
National Council to suggest how housing 
and other public works may be developed 
in the West Indies, and exactly how the 
British building industry may take its 
part in this development work. The out- 
come of these investigations will be 
awaited with much interest. Already the 
Royal Commission on the West Indies has 
aroused so much interest that it will cause 
surprise if Mr. Malcolm MacDonald 
does not decide to set up a similar Com- 
mission to decide what may be done in 
West Africa, particularly in Sierra Leone 
and Gambia. 

These inquiries are in no way abstruse 
or theoretical. They are of direct interest 
and importance to all branches of the 
British building industry, which may find 
more and more work awaiting in the 
British Colonial Empire.

EXHIBITION NOTES 


JOHN SELL COTMAN. 

At the R.I.B.A. is now open the exhi- 
bition of the work of J. S. Cotman, be- 
queathed to the Institute by the late 
Sydney D. Kitson, F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A., 
whose book on the life of Cotman will 
become if it has not already done so, 
an authority on this artist’s work. Col- 
lectors among architects here have an 
opportunity to see a representative col- 
lection of some 79 examples, embracing 
many subjects in which architecture per- 
haps predominates. The media used are 
varied, but all express the subject well. 


Ins Cotman’s work mannerisms and 
tricks of draughtsmanship do not domin- 
ate the subject, as too frequently is the 
ease to-day. All the drawings are handled 
in a sympathetic manner; possibly when 
they were made the tempo of life was 
not so quick as to-day. We illustrate 
three typical examples (pages 1069, 1070 
and 1073). The catalogue is unusually 
good and informative, based almost en- 
tirely on the notes made by Mr. Kitson. 
The exhibition remains open until June 
28 (10 a.m. to 8 p.m., Saturdays 10-5). 


SIR GUY DAWBER’S WATER COLQURS. 

In an adjoining room at the R.I.B.A. 
to that housing the exhibition of the 
Kitson bequest of Cotman drawings, is 
a collection of water colours by the late 
Sir E. Guy Dawber, R.A. The compari- 
son is of much interest when one con- 
siders Cotman was an artist by profes- 
sion and Dawber an architect, the former 
devoting the whole of his time to paint- 
ing and drawing and the latter making 
it a holiday and spare time work. When

this is taken into account, it will be con- 
ceded that the exhibitions make a pretty 
good show. Dawber’s subjects were 
selected and the drawings executed with 
the eye of the painter. Architect water 
colourists, as a rule, are so familiar with 
the details of a building that the detail 
unconsciously ‘‘ goes in,’? which often 
mars the picture or makes it purely a 
perspective drawing lacking breadth and 
atmosphere. Had Dawber devoted his 
whole time to painting we venture to 
think he would have made as good a 
painter as he did an architect, which is 
saying a good deal. While Cotman pre- 
ceded him by nearly a hundred years, 
no doubt Dawber, who also came from 
East Anglia, was familiar with the old 
water-colour school, nor must we forget 
that he was a pupil of the late Sir Ernest 
George, R.A., who himself excelled as 
a water colourist. 


The pencil sketches in the note book 
on view show interesting bits of detail, 
and bear witness to his enthusiasm and 
discerning eye. Also deserving notice 
are the quick perspective views of houses 
which are SO more understandable by the 
client than a geometrical drawing. The 
drawings embrace a number of subjects, 
both at home and abroad, and all are 


good in drawing and pleasing in colour.. 


One we illustrate on page 1072, an un- 
common piece of half-timbered work. 


MURAL PAINTINGS AT THE TATE. 


An exhibition of mural paintings is 
now open (until June 30) at the Tate 
Gallery, covering a period from 1919 to 
1939. From time to time, we have advo- 
cated the use of decorative paintings in 
our new public buildings as being cal- 
culated to add interest and colour to 
modern architecture which at the present 
time tends to severity. Often local his- 
tory provides a subject for such schemes 
which perpetuate it. In addition oppor- 
tunity is given to artists and students 
trained in our art schools who so often 
have no scope given them. 


Here at the Tate is an opportunity for 
architects to view modern decoration. 
The exhibition is of interest, but we can- 
not say that all of the subjects would be 
of lasting interest, for nothing is so im- 
permanent as flippancy. 

For vigour and composition the cartoons 
of Mr. Augustus John are outstanding. 
His ‘‘ The Mumpers” (No. 68), painted 
in Chelsea, now removed to the Detroit 
Art Gallery, U.S.A., and ‘‘ Galway ” (No. 
69), illustrating peasant industry, for the 
Arts and Crafts Exhibition at Burlington 
House, 1916, and now in the Tate Gallery, 
exhibit, in our opinon, the correct treat- 
ment for decorative work. Certain other 
exhibitors recognise the value of composi- 
tion and pattern, but in other examples 
the designs are so involved in composi- 
tion that the subject matter is hard to 
fathom. We like the designs by Miss 
Dorothy Cohen and W. E. Hardman, 
mural painting for St. Peter’s Church, 
Hammersmith (No. 22); Mary McDowall’s 
** Scenes from the Life of Christ: Panels 
in true fresco at Bournville Schools 
Chapel ”’ (No. 87); while Robert Medley’s 
** Painting on Safety Curtain in the Old 
Vic Theatre’ (No. 92), shows how plain 
surfaces enhance the value of the figures. 
No. 38, by Margot Gilbert, ‘‘ Decoration 
of the Proscenium of the Civic Halls, 
Wolverhampton,” has a delicate style 
with a pleasing rhythmic line—a manner 
distinct from many of the other exhibits.

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“ MAISONETTES ” 


TALK AT HOUSING CENTRE. 

A Tatx on “ Maisonettes’’ was given by 
Mr. E. C. Kaufmann, Dipl. Eng., Hon. 
Director of Research at the Housing Centre. 

Mr. KaurmMann began by saying that one 
important aspect of housing and planning 
which had, perhaps, not received quite suffi- 
cient attention in the past was the degree of 
privacy provided by any particular type of 
dwelling. Apart from the amount of space 
and the number of bedrooms required, it was 
primarily the question of privacy which in- 
terested any prospective tenant of a new 
house or flat. 

If we acknowledged privacy as an import- 
ant, or even a governing factor in our plan- 
ning decisions, we should endeavour to favour 
such types as make due allowance for it, 
both in regard to seclusion from the outside 
world and to the necessary differentiation of 
functions inside the dwelling. .In a way the 
detached two storey cottage was the ideal 
solution. But as it cannot be a general solu- 
tion we must look out for other possibilities 
which offered the same or practically the 
same advantages. Among those came fore- 
most the type of dweiling generally known 
as ‘* maisonette.’’ A maisonette, if he might 
try to define it, was a two-storey dwelling 
with private internal staircase within a multi- 
storey building. It seemed strange that with 
the advantages that were to be had the 
maisonette had remained a sort of step- 
child of the planner and had only in a very 
few cases been made the basic idea of the 
particular plan. He knew of only one ex- 
ample actually carried out in Barcelona 
where a large development consisted entirely 
of maisonettes in a seven storey building; the 
ground floor tthere was reserved for com- 
munal accommodation, such as_ bath-house, 
library, kindergarten and shops, above which 
there were maisonettes in three tiers and an 
accessible roof garden right on top. On 
every alternate floor there was an access 
balcony on the front and a private balcony 
extending the full width of every unit on 
the back adjoining the living room, which 
also extended over the full width of the unit. 
The bedroom floors overhung these two 
balconies, thereby not only providing the 
necessary additional space for sleeping ac- 
commodation, wardrobes, etc., upstairs but 
also protection to the balconies beneath. 


The Question of Overshadowing. 

The speaker continued :—If there are, as 
I have frequently advocated, only two tiers 
of maisonettes in one block the upper tier 
can then, instead of the adjoining garden of 
the lower tier, have a terrace balcony or the 
exclusive use of the roof, as an equivalent 
open space. If we provide such terrace 
adjoining the upper living room, the ques- 
tion of shadowing through the projecting 
top bedroom arises. 

I have suggested to reverse the arrangement 
of bed and living rooms in the upper tier, 
by putting the living room floor on the top 
and the Cedeuemn floor underneath, so that 
one would go down instead of upstairs when 
retiring. This arrangement may seem un- 
usual at first but there is no reason why 
it should not be adopted, for if we do we can 
have a balcony or terrace adjoining the living 
room with no projection over to obscure the 
daylight of that room and not even necess- 
arily obscuring the bedroom underneath for, 
as in the Barcelona example, the living-room 
can be so much less deep that there need 
not be any projection over the lower floor. 
There is one further advantage of this 
arrangement of bedrooms in lower floor in 
the upper tier of maisonettes which I have 
not yet mentioned : it prevents the bedrooms 
of the lower tier, for which the normal 
arrangement is preserved, from being immedi- 
ately under the living room of the upper tier. 

The main reason why I think we should 
plan and build more maisonettes is the 
human side. If we have to have massed 
dwellings in certain parts of our cities the 
maisonette type gives the greatest degree of 
privacy combined with spaciousness on an 
economic basis.

EXPERIMENTAL WORK 
ON A.R.P. 


SUMMARY OF LECTURE TO INSTITU- 
TION OF CIVIL ENGINEERS. 

Dr. R. E. Srrapimnc, C.B., M.C., 
M.Inst.,C.E., Chief Adviser, Research 
and Experiment, at the A.R.P. Depart- 
ment of the Home Office, in a lecture be- 
fore the Institution of Civil Engineers cn 
Tuesday, June 6, referred first to the 
difficulties experienced in dealing with 
the subject in a lecture. The difficulties 
arose from the necessity for secrecy, as 
it was important that possible opponents 
should not be made aware of the whole 


reasoning and_ scientific factors on 
which protection was based. He hoped, 
however, to show how extensive the 


research field really was. 


After referring to the creation some months 
ago of the special Research Branch of the 
A.R.P. Department of the Home Office, and 
to the recent appointment of a Civil Defence 
Research Committee under the chairmanship 
of Dr. E. V. Appleton, the speaker dealt 
with the question of protection from the 
effects of the high-explosive bomb. On 
detonation a very high pressure was pro- 
duced which caused the metal case to expand 
to possibly one and a half times its original 
size and then burst into fragments. In addi- 
tion to the formation of splinters, the expand- 
ing gases had two effects. The first was the 
obvious one of the actual movement of gas, 
giving the effect of a very ‘‘ high wind.”’ In 
addition, a wave was sent out through the 
air which was similar to a sound wave. Deal- 
ing with the first effect, which caused major 
destruction on a surprisingly local scale, the 
speaker pointed out that at a comparatively 
short distance—say, about 30 ft. from a large 
bomb—that effect had practically dis- 
appeared. Outside that zone the acoustic type 
of wave could spread a very long distance, Its 
effects on a structure could be disastrous, but 
more especially on those portions which had a 
high natural frequency, such as windows and 
the like. The form of those waves could be 
determined by means of a piezo-electric gauge, 
taking advantage of the well-known property 
of such a gauge in the production of an elec- 
tric charge by pressure. The recording 
instrument was a cathode-ray oscillograph, 
the spot on which was photographed by a 
sensitised film driven by clockwork. After 
curves had been obtained it was still necessary 
to interpret them in terms of the effects on 
structures carried out mathematically. 


Pressure inside Shelters. 

The question had often been raised of the 
living organism. 
Pressures inside shelters appeared never to be 
greater than 5 lb. per sq. inch, and a common 
rule was that the maximum pressure at which 
a gunner could be safely subjected in a posi- 
tion around a gun was 5 Jb. per sq. inch. 

Due to the adoption of basements as shel- 
ters, the question of earth movements around 
an exploding bomb was also of importance. 
There was a zone around the bomb in which ° 
few normal structures could be expected to 
stand, but that was very limited in extent and 
might be considered as a direct hit. The wave 
which was effective at longer distances was 
somewhat similar to a very slight earthquake, 
and had little effect upon a normal building. 
The effects would depend upon the type of 
soil, as well as upon the strength of the walls 
of the basements; the more rigid the walls, 
the greater would be the force exerted upon 
them. Experiments showed, however, that 
there was a very rapid decrease in pressure 
for a small increase of distance. 

The fragments of the case were projected 
with great velocity in all directions, and at 
50 ft. from a fairly large bomb the velocity 
could be assumed to be about 4,000 ft. per 
second. It was for that reason that the 
normal standards visualised for rifle bullets 
were not adequate to give protection, and that 
the thicknesses stated in the Codes issued by 
the Departments were apparently so great.

LONDON TIMBER BY-LAWS —xIll.

SECTION 3—(Continued). 
Cantilevers. 

By-Law 19 extends to cantilevers the 
application of the tables, which under 
by-law 18 were restricted to the deter- 
mination of the sizes of members sup- 
ported at both ends. It will be noticed, 
however, that the cantilevers in question 
are required to be such as are formed 
by a rafter, purlin, joist or binder being 
continued beyond its support. The fixity 
of the end is further safeguarded by the 
requirement that the cantilever “ shall 
be effectually counterbalanced by the 
other portion of the piece of timber and 
any other dead loading imposed thereon ”’ 
—such as, for instance, the weight of 
the superincumbent masonry where the 
other end of the beam is pinned into a 
wall. Another condition imposed (the 
reason for which is obvious) is that the 
section of the cantilever must not be 
reduced from that of the beam of which 
it forms a continuation. 

The invocation of the tables to this 
purpose is effected by an all-round rule 
that the clear length of the cantilever 
must not exceed one-quarter of the length 
permitted by the tables for the cor- 
responding beam. 

The fraction specified may appear to 
err on the side of safety to an unneces- 
sary degree if the usual formule for cal- 
culating the bending, shear, and deflec- 
tion of cantilevers and those for beams 
be compared. 

In making sueh comparisons (the rate 
of load per area and also the spacing 
being taken as the same for the canti- 
levers as for the beam) the total load, 
whether that of the beam or the canti- 
lever, can be expressed as a rate of load- 
ing (w) multiplied by the length of the 
beam or the cantilevers as the case may 
be. 

Adopting the sub-index ‘“ b ” to denote 
“beam’’ and “ec” to denote “ canti- 
lever.”’ in comparing the permissible 
lengths of a beam and of the correspond- 
ing cantilever with respect to bending :—

On the showing of the figures, there- 
fore, it would be safe if the beam, con- 
tinued as a cantilever, were projected 
to the extent of half the length of the 
beam save in the exceptional case of a 
slender section in which failure would 
occur by deflection. Even in such a case, 
the length of the cantilever need be but 
very slightly less than half that of the 
beam. 

In the circumstances one naturaliy 
seeks some reason for the restriction of 
the proportion to one-quarter. It may 
have been that, in framing this by-law, 
some consideration was given to the pos- 
sibility of concentration of the super- 
imposed loading on the extremity of the 
cantilever. Or possibly, special account 
was taken of the fact that, in the case 
where deflection is the paramount con- 
sideration, there is the possibility of the 
beam affording the counterpoise being 
without superimposed loading, causing 
a condition of reversal of stresses in the 
beam tending to increase the ultimate 
deflection at the end of cantilever. Yet 
even were both sets of adverse conditions 
set up simultaneously, the effect would 
searcely be of such an order as to war- 
rant the curtailment of the permissible 
projection by fifty per cent. 


SECTION 4.—GENERAL. 


Section 4 of the Timber By-laws, com- 
prising by-laws 20 to 24 inclusive, are 
of legal import and respectively relate 
to the conversion of buildings, the giv- 
ing of notice to the district surveyor, the 
duties of the district surveyor, work- 
manship and the penalties for contra- 
vention of the by-laws. 

In all essentials the by-laws enumerated 
constitute a repetition of the correspond- 
ing requirements contained in Part IX 
of the Building By-laws. 


Schedule.—Grading Rules. 
It was noted in considering by-law 3 
that ‘‘ grade 1,2001b.”’ timber was re- 


quired to comply with the rules con- 
tained in the Schedule to the by-laws. 
This schedule may be regarded as in two 
parts, the first consisting of rules as to 
-the method to be employed in measuring 
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the width of grain and the size of knots, 
and the second cgntaining the actual 
grading rules for the grade of timber 
specified. Thus, whilst the second portion 
of the schedule is applicable to the parti- 
cular species and grade referred to, the 
first part is obviously so drawn as to be 
generally applicable to grading rules for 
any other species or grades. 

This is by no means the only indication 
that the Timber By-laws have been framed 
with a view to future expansion with the 
least possible disturbance of existing 
rules. The general structure of the by- 
laws is such as to permit of the admission 
of another grade by the simple measures 
of inserting the appropriate figures in 
Tables II and III in Section 2, adding 
a table corresponding with Tables IV and 
V in Section 3 and incorporating the 
necessary grading rules in the Schedule 
with a reference thereto added to the pro- 
viso to by-law 3. 

The iabsence of definite standardised 

grading rules for European timbers was 
referred to in the early part of these notes 
and it was seen that the situation had 
been met, as far as possible, by restrict- 
ing defects in general terms and leaving 
the quality of the timber to the discretion 
of the district surveyor. By-law 3, there- 
fore, constitutes one of these ‘‘ vague re- 
quirements’’ previously mentioned as 
being ‘‘a confession of inability, for 
some reasons, to draw more satisfactory 
by-laws.”’ In this instance, the reasons 
were the non-existence of the requisite 
data. . 
Since the advent of the Timber By-laws, 
however, the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research has filled the breach 
by a research on a grade of timber com- 
patible with the lower set of stresses 
specified in the by-laws, thus permitting 
of the “grading” of ‘“ non-graded ”’ 
timbers. The outcome of this work of 
the Forests Products Research Labora- 
tory is the publication in ‘‘ Forest Pro- 
ducts Research Record No. 28’* of a 
specification for a ‘“‘minimum grade” 
under the heading ‘ Strength Tests on 
Structural Timbers’”’ (Part 4). ‘“‘ The 
Development of a Minimum Structural 
Grade for Redwood.”’ 

Not being incorporated in the by-laws, 
such a specification cannot be regarded, 
per se as of mandatory significance, but it 
constitutes a reasonable definition of such 
expressions as “ large knots” or “ suit- 
able for its purpose ” and will doubtless 
be accepted as such both by the district 
surveyor and the constructor. In any 
case, coming with the authority of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, such a specification, though 
not law, would constitute very weighty 
evidence in the event of legal dispute. 

No doubt advantage will be taken by the 
London County Council of the fruits 
of this valuable research, by submitting 
for ‘“‘non-graded’”’ timber, a timber of 
minimum grade, ‘800 lb. f.”’ and the 
appropriate grading rules therefor. 

It is by such progress as this that both 
the Building By-laws and the Timber By- 
laws (which are admittedly in an experi- 
mental stage) may be improved. 

It has been noted that both the Build- 
ing By-laws and the Timber By-laws con- 


. tain much that is novel in building con- 


trol. This was to be expected where 
revision was long overdue or had consisted 
in a mere patching of eld requirements. 
particularly so in the case of the control 
of timber wherein the process of formu- 
lating a new code of reqrirements in 
harmony with modern science and

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economic. requirements has involved a 
complete departure from a common usage 
which has extended over many years. 
Although every designer and constructor 
will welcome any safe means of effecting 
economy and freedom from obsolete rules 
and regulations, yet there is always a 
tendency to conservatism and a natural 
suspicion that any break with the past is 
due to some “ new-fangled notion.” It

They 
must he relentless in opposing the recognition 
of any qualifying examination less severe 
than their own, and must still take all pos- 
sible care that in that matter theirs was the 
dominant voice.

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DUTIES AND POWERS OF 
THE CLERK OF WORKS—IV 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., Hon. A.R.I.B.A., 
A.S.L, etc., assisted by NORMAN P. GREIG, 
B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


Wuust the duty of a clerk of works 
under the ordinary building or engineering 
contract is to supervise the details of the 
work, the architect or engineer is not entitled 
to rely on such supervision entirely, especi- 
ally if the clerk of works or any of his 
subordinates deviates from the original de- 
sign, as can be determined from the plans, 
specifications, and the bills of quantities. 
The power of the clerk of works should be 
confined to the disapproval of work and 
materials only. 

In Leicester Guardians v. Trollope (1911), 
75 J.P. 197, the defendant, an architect, did 
rely implicitly on the clerk of works 
appointed and paid by the guardians. In the 
action the plaintiffs sought to recover 
damages from a defendant architect for 
negligence and breach of duty in these 
circumstances. Under a building contract a 
clerk of works was to be employed. Four 
years after the contract work was completed 
dry rot broke out in floors laid over concrete, 
a large portion of which was laid on the 
ground floor of the new buildings. It was 
alleged that this defect was due to the 
negligence of the architect in not seeing that 
the concrete was properly laid in accordance 
with the contract. A further allegation was 
that, in correspondence between the parties 
after the dispute arose, the defendant, in 
consideration of the Corporation refraining 
from suing, undertook to put the work right 
at his own expense. The defendant denied 
that it was his duty to supervise the laying 
of the concrete, alleging it was the duty of 
the clerk of works, and counterclaimed for 
damages for breach of an implied contract, 
in that they had appointed an incompetent 
clerk of works. It was held that, while the 
duty of a clerk of the works under an 
ordinary building contract was to supervise 
' the details of the work, the laying of a floor 
such as this could not be regarded as a 
_ detail, and that the architect was liable. 
Channell, J., said : ‘‘ The defence is that this 
dry rot was the fault of the clerk of the 
works. That is so in one sense. It clearly 
was the duty of the clerk of the works to 
attend to the laying of the concrete in 
accordance with the design, but does that 
relieve the defendant? ... The architect 
could not be at the works all the time, and 
it was for that reason that the clerk of the 
works was employed to protect the building 
owner. ... If the architect had taken steps 
to see that the first block [of concrete] was 
all right, and had then told the clerk of the 
works that the work was to be carried out 
in the same way, I should have been inclined 
to hold that the architect had done his duty, 
... It is said that the clerk of the works 
is the servant of the plaintiff, and that the 
defendant is excused, and that if a party to 
a contract, by his servant, prevents the other 
party from carrying it out, that is an answer 
to an action for breach. It is clear that for 
certain purposes the clerk of the works was 
the servant of the plaintiffs. But even 
assuming that is so, and that this trouble 
was due to the fraud of the clerk of the 
works, the plaintiffs cannot be held liable 
unless it be shown that the fraud was per- 
petrated in their interest and not in the 
interest of the clerk of the works himself.” 

In a previous case—Moneypenny v. Hart- 
land (1824), 1 C. and P. 552, 354—it was 
held that if a surveyor who makes an esti- 
mate sues those who employ him for the 
value of his services, and it appears he was 
negligent in that he did not inform himself, 
by boring or otherwise, of the nature of the 
soil, there is a right of action against him. 

If he goes upon the information of others 
which turns out to be false, he must take the 
consequences. Whether plaintiff, who is 
bringing the action for his fees, has used due 
diligence or net, is a question for the jury. 
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The case of Lee v. Bateman (1893) The 
Times, October 31, is worth consideration. 
Here, plaintiff architects sued their employers 
for a sum of £80 for work done and money 
expended as archietcts in connection with the 
renovation of a building. The defence 
pleaded that the plaintiffs, in not seeing that 
certain beams in the building were renewed, 
had not performed their work properly, and 
they counterclaimed for £150. There was a 
clerk of works on the job who was chosen by 
the defendants, and the plaintiff architects 
left it to him to decide whether new beams 
were required, and did not inspect the beams, 
but relied upon the clerk of works’ view that 
the beams were unnecessary. It was held 
that, though the plaintiffs were not respon- 
sible for the clerk of works’ negligence, the 
question as to whether new beams were re- 
quired was one for the plaintiff architects 
and not the clerk of works.

Castles: A Short History of Fortifications, 
1600 B.c. to a.p. 1600. By Sipney Toy, 
F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A. (London : Heinemann.) 
256 pages, crown 4to. Price 25s. net. 


Most people are interested in our medieval 
castles, and there can be few who are not 
conscious of a thrill of admiration for the 
genius, skill and resource of their builders 
and of a desire for greater knowledge of the 
meaning and purpose of their walls, battle- 
ments, gatehouses and towers. In this work 
the defences and the conditions under which 
they were constructed are described, and the 
progress of military architecture in all stages 
of its development is examined. 

In order that a clear grasp of the develop- 
ment of fortifications may be obtained, Mr. 
Toy has dealt with Europe and the Levant, 
and, in leading up to the great and magnifi- 
cent castles of the Middle Ages, he describes 
the progressive stages of military architec- 
ture as practised by the Ancients, the 
Romans, the Byzantines and Saracens. 

All the 100 drawings and plans have been 
prepared by the author and the 66 photo- 
graphs were taken by him; he has himself 
examined and surveyed most of the fortifica- 
tions described.

The Law Relating to Dilapidations anu 
Waste. (Second Edition.) By W. T. 
CresweLL, K.C. Hon. A.R.1I.B.A., A.S.I., 
etc., assisted by Norman P. Greic, B.A., 
Barrister-at-Law. (Zhe Builder, 4, Cather- 
ine-street, W.C.2.) Price 8s. 6d. net. 


This is the second edition of this well- 
known work, in which Mr. W. T. Creswell 
has had the assistance of Mr. Norman P. 
Greig, B.A. Barrister-at-Law. | Within the 
compass of 190 pages it contains all that the 
specialist and layman need know of a subject 
which is not without complexity. Every 
attempt has been made to deal with all sec- 
tions of the subject in such a manner that 
the reader can ‘readily grasp the salient points 
of this branch of the law. As was stated in 
the original foreword to the First Edition, 
written by the late Alexander Macmorran, 
M.A., K.C., and reproduced in the present 
edition, ‘‘ It, does indeed purport to state and 
explain the law, and that not merely as be- 
tween landlord and tenant, but as it affects 
the public and third persons; but its chief 
value consists in the fact that it contains 
much information which, from the point of 
view of the architect and surveyor, is of a 
practical nature.” In the new, somewhat 
enlarged edition this idea has been con- 
tinued. The text has been brought up to 
date by the inclusion of new statutory 
matter, among which may be noted the rele- 
vant sections of the London Building Act, 
1930, the Housing Act, 1936, the Public 
Health Act, 1936, and the Leasehold Pro- 
perty (Repairs) Act, 1938. The important 
chapter on Ecclesiastical Dilapidations has 
been revised in the light of the Ecclesiastical 
Dilapidations (Amendment) Measure, 1929, 
and in every branch of the subject. The case 
law between 1927 and the present year has 
been made. full use of. 

The book, though still small, will be found 
to cover a very wide field, hence its practical 
value to the architect and surveyor, as well 
as to the lawyer. It should prove, too, of 
great assistance to the student as a text- 
book for any of the professional examina- 
tions for which a knowledge of the subject 
of Dilapidations and Waste is a special sub- 
ject, or one, a knowledge of which is implied. 

The work contains an excellent index an‘ 
a Table of Cases and Statutes. 


Of particular importance is the chapter o» 
Practice and Procedure, while the appen- 
dices contain most useful forms of Notices, 
chiefly affecting landlord and tenant, as we!!

CLAIM BY SOLICITOR AGAINST 
BUILDERS FOR PERSONAL INJURIES. 


Court oF APPEAL. 


Before Lorps Justices Scorr, CLavson and 
GoDDARD. 


Nabbaro v. Frederick Cope & Co., Ltd. 

This was an appeal by the plaintiff, Mr. 
Joseph Nunes Nabbaro, a solicitor, of Lang- 
ford-place, St. John’s Wood, N.W., from the 
judgment of Lord Justice du Pareg (sitting 
as an additional judge of the King’s Bench 
Division) dismissing the action which he 
brought against the defendants, Messrs. 
Fredk. Cope & Co., Ltd., building and deco- 
rating contractors, of Whitcomb-street, Lon- 
don, W.C., claiming damages in respect of 
personal injuries he sustained when visiting 
a house in course of erection of which the 
plaintiff was the building owner, and of 
which the defendants were the builders. (The 
case was reported in The Builder of Decem- 
ber 2, 1938. 

Lord Justice du Parcq, in giving judgment 
in the Court below, held that the builders 
were not liable, and gave judgment for them 
with costs. His lordship added that if he 
had decided otherwise, he would have 
awarded Mr. Nabbaro £120 damages. 

Mr. Nabbaro now appealed. 

At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Court dismissed the appeal. 

Lord Justice Scott, in giving judgment, 
said he agreed with the decision arrived at 
by Lord Justice du Parcq. 

He said that prima facie under a building 
contract the builder was exclusively in pos- 
session of the premises during the building 
operations. No doubt as a matter of courtesy 
he would be glad to show the building owner 
round the premises, and doubtless the build- 
ing owner was entitled, as of right, to call 
upon the builder to take him round. But 
that did not mean that he had a right to go 
at a time when the builder or his represen- 
tative was not there. Even if he had made 
an arrangement with the builder’s foreman 
to be there, and finding he was not there, 
although he might complain, that did not 
give him the right to go round the place by 
himself, and then, if he met with an acci- 
dent, hold the builder liable. He (the 
Lord Justice) doubted whether, in the cir- 
cumstances, the building owner was at the 
time even a licensee, and he should have 
thought that his position was much nearer to 
that of a trespasser. But at any rate he was 
not an invitee. He thought the plaintiff had 
no ground for saying that the builders were 
liable, and that the appeal failed and should 
be dismissed. 

Lords Justices Clauson and Goddard con- 
curred, and the appeal was accordingly dis- 
missed with costs. 


ELECTRICIAN’S CLAIM AGAINST 
BUILDERS AND SUB-CONTRACTORS 
FOR DAMAGES FOR PERSONAL INJURIES. 
Kine’s Bencu Division. 

Before Mr. Justice SINGLETON. 


Emerson v. Humphreys, Ltd., and Another. 
This was an action brought by Mr. F. R. 
Emerson, of 9, Baxter-avenue, Southend-on- 
Sea, to recover damages for personal injuries 
which he alleged he sustained on July 15, 
1937, owing to the negligence of one, or other, 
or both of the defendants—Messrs. Hum- 
phreys, Ltd., builders and contractors, of 
Knightsbridge, S.W., and Trent Concrete, 
Ltd., 19-37, Chelsea-street, New Basford, 
Notts. 

On the day in question, Mr. Emerson, an 
electrician, in the employment of the Bective 
Electrical Co., of Davies-street, W., was 
working for that company on a block of flats 
known as Northway House, Swiss Cottage, 
Hampstead, N.W., of which at the time 
Messrs. Humphreys, Ltd., were in occupation 
as the builders and contractors, and the 
other defendants as the sub-contractors for 
the stonework. 
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Mr. Emerson’s case was that when at work 
on an upper floor of the premises and pro- 
ceeding over a runway, the latter collapsed, 
with the result that he was thrown to the 
ground, sustaining a fracture of the left 
ankle and also suffered from shock. He 
alleged that one or other or both of the 
defendants were liable for negligence in that 
the existence of the runway at the time of 
the accident was defective and in a danger- 
ous condition. 

Both sets of defendants denied negligence 
and liability, and the second defendants 
further pleaded that the plaintiff, in the 
circumstances, had been guilty of contribu- 
tory negligence. 

Mr. J. A. Pugh appeared for the plaintiff ; 
Mr. Berryman for the first defendants, 
Messrs. Humphreys, Ltd.; and Mr. John 
Russell for Messrs. Trent Concrete, Ltd., 
the second defendants. 7 

After hearing the evidence and the argu- 
ments of counsel for all the parties, his lord- 
ship, in giving judgment, said that the run- 
way should have been fixed to prevent its 
moving, and that Messrs. Humphreys, as the 
general contractors, ought to have known 
that it was dangerous in its condition at the 
time of the accident. Messrs. Trent Con- 
crete, Ltd., left the boards of the runway in 
that loose condition, and, in his opinion, in 
the event which had happened, both of the 
defendants were liable in damages to the 
plaintiff for the injury he had sustained, 
and those damages he assessed at £170. 

There would be judgment for that amount 
against both defendants, with costs.

** Drive-in’? Over Pavement. 


Smr,—About two years ago I purchased a 
house with space for a garage. The house 
was advertised free of road charges. When 
the pavement was laid by a contractor the 
foreman in charge of the works approached 
me and intimated that a ‘‘ drive-in”’ over the 
pavement would cost £2, and as a conse- 
quence I did not have it provided. I then 
discovered (The Builder, February 3) that a 
‘‘ drive-in’? should be provided as represent- 
ing part of the road charges. The road has 
recently been taken over by the Council. 
Could you advise as to the best method of 
securing the ‘‘ drive-in’’ now? L. A. M. 

[A correspondent has contributed the fol- 
lowing answer: A consideration of the case 
referred to on page 259 of The Builder, 
February 3, shows that querist should follow 
on the same lines. That is, he should re- 
quire the Council to form the ‘‘ drive-in” 
and if, as he says, he can prove that he pur- 
chased his house ‘‘ free of road charges,’’ he 
should sue the vendor for the cost when the 
work is done. It is presumed that when the 
house was purchased there was an indication 
that a ‘‘ drive-in’’ to a garage was required ; 
for it should be noted that, in the case in The 
Builder referred to above, the vendor under- 
took ‘‘to pay all the paving and road and 
incidental charges,’ which is somewhat wider 
and goes further than ‘‘free of road 
charges.” 

However, it is thought querist should suc- 
ceed. It is obvious that the Council must do 
the work, i.e., form the ‘“‘ drive-in,” and 
that the ‘‘ drive-in’? must, in fact, be done 
before he can claim from the vendor. ] 
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Adhesion of Wallpaper. 

Sm,—Would you. kindly intorm me of the 
best method to get wallpaper to stick to a 
plaster wall (which is quite dry—internally 
and externally). At present the paper will 
not adhere, despite free use of size.

[The following answer has been  sub- 
mitted by a _ correspondent :—The  ad- 
hesion of wallpaper depends entirely upon 
close contact between wall and _ paper, 
brought about by the use of materials which 
render the paper inert and pliant when 
applied. There are good pastes on the market 
for this purpose, though a well-mixed flour 
paste should be quite effective. If there are 
air bubbles left behind the paper, this will 
give an opportunity for the contact to be 
broken spreading from those points. Another 
and more frequent cause of the paper parting 
company with the wall is the working through 
of damp from the wall itself, tending to push 
the paper off. Yet a third cause may be 
condensation on the surface, tending to dis- 
integrate the paste. The latter may he the 
cause of the trouble and should be cured at 
source by adequate ventilation. } 


ANSWERS. 


Drainage to River. 
(Answer TO “‘ Drains,’”? June 2.) 

Sir,—Every riparian owner has a natural 
right to drain his land into a natural water- 
course but neither he, nor any person, can pol- 
lute the water of such watercourse unless he 
has acquired an easement to do so as by right. 
And even then, the pollution must not cause 
injury to public health, fishings, etc. A 
natural right of drainage does not include 
drainage into a watercourse by an artificial 
channel or outlet, unless also an easement has 
been acquired to such channel or outlet. 

Where a conservancy authority exists in 
respect to a river, its very wide powers not’ 
only include the prevention by pollution of 
the water in the river, but also the prevention 
of anyone obtaining an easement (a) to pollute 
the water or, (b) to turn an effluent into 
it by means of an artificial system or channel. 
The authority cannot at any time prevent 
the natural subsoil drainage thereto when a 
right to drain exists, but it can at all times 
prevent pollution (if no right to pollute exists). 
As to whether in fact there has been pollution 
can only be determined after the effluent has 
been ‘‘ tested and found unsatisfactory ’’— 
it is then that the ‘‘ offence occurs.”

Oak Flooring. 

[ANSWERS TO ‘‘ SUPERVISION,” JUNE 2.] 

S1r,—I should place the oak for oak floor- 
ing in the following order : (1) Austrian oak 
—known to-day as Oak Slavonian, the 
country of origin being Yugoslavia; mild to 
work, and when quarter sawn the figure is 
extremely beautiful. When seasoned thor- 
oughly no trouble is experienced. (2) Japan- 
ese oak. The colour is lighter than English, 
figure not so well pronounced as Austrian, 
and the rays are much smaller. It is fairly 
mild to work and its durability good. Should 
be well seasoned, otherwise shrinking will 
take place. (3) American oak. One quality 
is red and another is white. American red is 
light brown to reddish brown. Figure not 
very bold, it is rather coarse-grained, and not 
recommended for flooring. The colour of 
American white is very light brown with a 
yellow tinge. When quarter sawn it is much 
more ; :tractive than the red oak, and its 
durabi.ity is good. It could be used for floor- 
ing when well seasoned and cut in narrow 
widths. This latter procedure applies to 
Austrian and Japanese oak, and they should 
all be prepared for secret nailing.

Srr,—There is little difference between the 
merits of these three oaks for flooring, and 
the choice between them is largely a matter 
of price, strength and the finishing properties 
desired. Austrian oak is most similar to 
English oak, but is slightly softer and warps 
very little when seasoned. There is also 
Australian oak, which is much used for floor- 
ing blocks in its native country.

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GOVERNMENT-SPONSORED 
TRADING ESTATES 


PAPER TO ROYAL SOCIETY OF ARTS. 


CotoneL, Kenetm C. Appieyarp, O.B.E., 
D.L., J.P., read a paper entitled ‘‘ Govern- 
ment-Sponsored Trading Estates ” before 
a recent meeting of the Royal Society of 
Arts. 


Following some introductory remarks on 
permanent depression of the heavy industries, 
and the comparative prosperity during the 
same period in the light industry areas, 
Colonel Appleyard spoke of the early measures 
taken for the assistance of the heavy indus- 
trial areas, and in connection with the prob- 
lem of attracting new industries to Special 
Areas said: Given prolonged and apparently 
permanent depression of the heavy industries 
which were formerly the mainstay of the 
Special Areas, it is clear that a considerable 
proportion of the workers was surplus to 
current industrial needs, and hence that the 
areas as a whole were over-populated. The 
critical problem was therefore to deal with 
this surplus. What was really needed was 
a constructive alternative. Short-term relief 
schemes did not offer such an alternative, 
for though these would usefully employ men 
for a time, they were insufficient as a per- 
manent cure. What was required as a per- 
manent policy was some means for attracting 
to the areas new industries which would fill 
the gaps left by the decline of old industries. 
At the same time, it was desirable to widen 
and diversify economic activity so as to reduce 
the areas’ former dependence on one or two 
main trades which might bring prosperity in 
good times but which involved prolonged 
disaster when times were bad. Thus, the 
best way to attract light industry was through 
planned development of an industrial area as 
a whole. Modern light industry demanded the 
best and most up-to-date methods of factory 
location. Single factory sites scattered 
throughout an area and surrounded by 
houses and old factories did not offer an ade- 
quate inducement. On the other hand, 
planned development of a suitable area should 
do so, particularly in the case of the North- 
East Coast, where there was an ample supply 
of the female and juvenile labour, which light 
industries largely use, and of which there was 
a serious shortage in the South of England 
and the Midlands. 

Planned industrial sites of this general 
character are known as trading estates, and 
have been developed on the North-East Coast 
and also, though on a somewhat smaller 
scale, in South Wales and Glasgow. 


Character of Factories. 

The speaker went on to mention the forma- 
tion of North-Eastern Trading Estates, Ltd., 
and the Team Valley Estate. 


‘The factories at Team Vailey,’” con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘‘ are straight line in 
character, constructed of cement-brick on 
light steel frames, with flat clerestory roofs, 
and windows in the sides of walls and the 
roofs. The works floor space is on one level, 
and the design is planned so as to provide 
the utmost freedom for the flow of work from 
process to process, and the maximum amount 
of natural light and air. Due acknowledg- 
ment must be made to Germany and the 
United States of America for their initiative 
in popularising this type of design. 

“Although the estate provides opportuni- 
ties for specially designed factories for special 
purposes, the requirements of light industry 
can generally be met by a factory conforming 
to certain standards. Such standardisation of 
construction carries with it very material 
advantages. Atsthetically it is ible with 
standard construction to plan the layout to 
give a very pleasing and harmonious general 
effect. The particular form adopted gives a 
solid, substantial and dignified appearance to 
the whole estate. Standardisation also ensures 
the greatest economy and rapidity of con- 
struction consistent with a sound, enduring 
result, Purchases of bricks, steel sections, 
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windows, gutters and doors, to mention but a 
few items, can be effected in large quantities 
with considerable saving of money and time 
to all concerned. Materials for factories of 
varying sizes can be carried in stock and 
extremely rapid construction carried out.” 

The speaker went on to say that the group- 
ing of factories on an estate could and should 
lead to other less tangible advantages. With 
a sufficient variety of industries, factories 
might be able to supply each other with their 
respective products. To the extent that this 
happened, a series of mutually interdependent 
industries would be built up. Again, the 
waste products of one trade might well be 
the raw material of another; and where fac- 
tories were working as neighbours, waste 
products could often be sold just because 
transport charges were low and therefore 
economic. 

Of a somewhat different character were the 
results of daily association. Ideas could be 
exchanged which would improve the products 
of one industrialist and the methods of 
another. Joint partnerships could be formed, 
for sales efforts, or for clerical work, or for 
technical purposes, or for administration. 
Where such co-operation was possible, over- 
head costs could be reduced. And even where 
close collaboration in direct business activi- 
ties could not be attained, the existence of 
many trading concerns side by side would 
often lead to united efforts vis-a-vis national 
and local government authorities, public 
utility undertakings, and vested interests in 
general. In unity was strength; and firms 
able to achieve such common action were 

lainly much stronger than the ordinary iso- 
lated concern which must play a lone hand. 

Following some brief remarks on _ the 
Treforest and Hillington Trading Estates, the 
speaker concluded : ‘‘ The Team Valley Trad- 
ing Estate and the similar estates in South 
Wales and Scotland, started as an effort to 
relieve unemployment. They are now also an 
example to the world in the planned location 
of industry. Their success proves how much 
more efficient, economic and healthy industry 
can be made if it is divorced from residential 
and commercial surroundings. By granting 
itself good conditions of work, such as are 
found on the trading estates, industry can 
give society better conditions of living. The 
trading estates also prove that industrial 
depression and prolonged unemployment can

« ROADS IMPROVEMENT 
ASSOCIATION 


Suggestion for Permanent Statutory 
Commission. 


The opinion that the Ministry of Transport 
had failed to provide for and encourage road 
traffic was expressed by Mr. Rees Jeffreys, 
Chairman of the Roads Improvement Associa- 
tion, on Wednesday, May 17, at the annual 
meeting of the Association. 

.Mr. Jeffreys said : ‘‘ It is necessary to set 
up an informed authority with vision, initia- 
tive and driving force if roads are to be made 
adequate for war and peace. Study of the 
machinery of Government shows that this 
result can only be achieved by transferring the 
central administration of roads and road trans- 
port to a Permanent Statutory Commission 
composed of experienced men who, free from 
the pressure of political and vested interests, 
shall have full authority to use their know- 
ledge to improve and develop roads and road 
transport, and to secure the safety of the 
public within the limits of the funds assigned 
or annually voted by Parliament.”

WAR DAMAGE. 


REFERENCE to the delay in making known 
in detail the Government’s intention with 
regard to compensation for enemy war 
damage was made by Mr. Walter Harvey, 
chairman of the Building Societies Associa- 
tion, in the course of his address on Wednes- 
day, May 31, at the annual conference of 
the Association at Buxton. 

Mr. Harvey said : ‘‘ Thedelay . . . has had 
the threefold effect of checking building, in- 
vestment in house property, and the mort- 
gage business of building societies. Two 
years elapsed between the time when our 
Association first made representations to the 
Government on this subject and their accept- 
ance of the principle of national responsi- 
bility. There is considerable diversity of 
opinion as to the form compensation should 
take, some favouring a system of insurance 
applicable to all property owners, and others 
preferring direct reparation by the State for 
all damage done. Whether insurance is or is 
not practicable is a question for experts, and 
as it appears that they cannot agree, the 
layman is somewhat at a loss to decide, but 
it does seem to me that if a compulsory and 
contributory plan could be devised it would 
have the valuable effect of restoring con- 
fidence to the building industry, relieving 
owner-occupiers and investors of an ever- 
present anxiety, and, incidentally, adding to 
to the value of the property in respect of 
which the insurance premium was paid. 

** As you doubtless know, a number of indi- 
vidual property owners have anticipated 
whatever intentions the Government may 
have by formulating a plan of voluntary 
compensation of their own, and the scheme is 
said to have met with a considerable volume 
of support. I do not think that building 
societies, who, as mortgagees, are: by far the 
largest property holders in the country, would 
be well advised to adopt a similar method of 
dealing with the situation, as we have all 
along contended that the effects of warfare 
constitute a national responsibility which 
none but the State should undertake.”’ 

The speaker stated that their aggregate 
resources had expanded in the past year 
from £710 to £759 millions. Advances on 
mortgage during 1938 amounted to 
£137 millions, of which sum 63 per cent. was 
provided by repayments of principal on 
existing mortgages.

HOUSING ASSOCIATIONS 


MINISTRY OF HEALTH REPORT. 

The valuable work done by housing associa- 
tions in promoting better housing is empha- 
sised in the report of the House Management 
and Housing Associations Sub-Committee of 
the Central Housing Advisory Committee of 
the Ministry of Health, recently published by 
H.M. Stationery Office (price 3d. net). 

In a circular issued to local authorities, 
the Minister of Health, Mr. Walter Elliot, 
says he feels sure the local authorities 
are, as he is, sensible of the valuable assis- 
tance which has been given by housing asso- 
ciations to local authorities, and does not 
doubt that the Report will receive their care- 
ful consideration. 

He accepts the recommendation of the 
Sub-Committee that local authorities should 
favourably consider making use in appropriate 
cases of their power to lend money for the 
purpose of financing the building schemes of 
housing associations, and indicates that he 


-will be prepared to entertain sympathetically 


proposals submitted to him. 

The Sub-Committee, in their Report, draw 
attention to the fact that under the Housing 
Acts a local authority may, with the approval 
of the Minister, make arrangements with a 
housing association for the provision by the 
association of any accommodation which the 
local authority are themselves empowered to 
provide.

The 1938 Annual Report of the World 
Power Conference, 36, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, has now been published. Reference 
is made to the meeting of the International 
Executive Council, the governing body of 
the World Power Conference, in Vienna last 
summer, and it is stated that the next meet- 
ing will be held in Ziirich, in July. 

A new National Committee has been formed 
in Algeria, thus bringing the total number 
of National Committees of the Conference 
to 40. 


Yorkshire’s Second Timber “ Show House.” 

Viscount Lymington will perform the open- 
ing ceremony of the specimen house in timber 
which has been erected under the auspices 
of the Timber Development Association at 
the Hutton Hall Estate, Guisborough, near 
Middlesbrough, on Friday, June 9. The 
house, which is the third timber ‘‘ show 
house ’’ which the Association has sponsored 
in various parts of the country to show that 
a timber house, properly constructed, is 
warm, durable and attractive in appearance, 
occupies half an acre of ground on pic- 
turesque, well-wooded land. It has been 
built at a cost of about £850, and is framed 
in red deal and faced with western red cedar 
weatherboarding. The roof is of western red 
cedar edge-grain shingles. The house was 
built by the owners of the Middlesbrough 
Estate, Ltd., the architect being Mr. tile 
Mansfield. ; 


Import Duties Advisory Committee. 

The Import Duties Advisory Committee give 
notice of applications for increases in the im- 
port duty on sheet glass and patent plate, not 
further processed or worked, and plate or 
sheet glass silvered or metallised, and glass 
mirrors unframed, framed or backed, but not 
further assembled.

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June 16. The Committee announce that they 
have decided not to make any recommendation 
in respect of the application previously ad- 
vertised for the removal from the Free List 
of fellmongered wool. 


“The Building Encyclopedia”: An A.R.P. 
Supplement. 

An A.R.P. Supplement to ‘‘ The Building 
Encyclopedia ’’ has recently been published 
by the Waverley Book Co., Lid., Farringdon- 
street, E.C.4. The Supplement sets out the 
principles and practice for the working 
builder in the construction of domestic and 
other splinter-, gas-, blast- and bomb-proof 
structures, the authors being Mr. C. W. 
Glover, M.Inst.C.E., M.I.Struct.E., F.A.R.P. 
Inst., and Mr. G. R. Falkiner Nuttall, M.A., 
A.M. Inst.C.E., F.A.R.P.Inst. The publica- 
tion is divided into seven sections dealing with 
general considerations in air raid defence, the 
types of protection required, practical con- 
struction methods, notes on design and con- 
struction, the Home Office steel shelters, 
strongholds against high explosive, and the 
adaptation of existing buildings. There are 
over 50 illustrations, including working draw- 
ings, sections, plans, etc. 


Architects and the Artist. 

Speaking at the British Academy on Tues- 
day, May 30, on ‘‘ Current Tendencies in 
British Art as illustrated in the Royal 
Academy Summer Exhibition, 1939.” Mr. 
Hesketh Hubbard, the artist, said that the 
architect was beginning again to employ the 
sculptor; was it too much to hope that the 
architect would soon become the patron of the 
painter again? The domestic architect, with 
his concrete walls and non-provision of picture- 
rails, had done much to foster the negative 
taste of bare walls, and had reduced many 
painters to poverty. Could the architect not 
make amends and use more mural paintings 
and built-in pictures? The painter could 
not flourish without patronage. Since it had 
been divorced from architecture, painting had 
fallen on evil days; but once the two arts 
were re-wed, painting would take on a new 
lease of life. 

Since the Academy was founded “ for pro- 
moting the Arts of Design,’’ might not these 
words be given a wider interpretation and 
made to embrace choice examples of furniture 
and of other decorative and applied arts’
